taxes and 600,000 man-years in
production.”

Patient subjects\of this three-
year study were received and re-
ferred from industrial and pri-
vate physicians., In all cases,
they were employed persons
who had suffered heart attacks.

Dr. Frasher said that 52 of
the 133 patients had not been
hospitalized for heart. disease
prior to their visit to the unit,
Only 12 percent of the study
group were in the hospital for
a period of more than three
months,

Dr. Frasher pointed out that
as a result of demonstrations
by the unit, several major em-
ployers in Los Angeles have
been saved from considerable
losses in skilled manpower.
